President's  Report. 


Raleigh,  N.  C,  May  31,  1895. 
Dear  Brethren: — I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report, 
which  is  the  30th  since  the  establishment  of  the  institution. 
The  enrollment  of  students  during  the  year  has  been  362,  a 
slight  increase  over  last  year.  The  work  lias  been  carried 
on  with  a  good  degree  of  success  in  all  departments,  notwith- 
standing a  lack  of  conveniences  such  as  are  commonly  found 
in  schools  of  a  similar  grade  in  the  Nivrth.  The  teachers 
and  students  are  deserving  of  commendation  for  the  kindly 
spirit  that  has  been  manifested,  and  for  the  degree  of  success 
that  has  been  achieved  under  difficulties.  There  has  been 
during  the  year  an  excellent  religious  interest,  and  during 
spec  al  meetings  in  the  winter  there  were  seventeen  conver- 
sions. I  find  that  the  graduates,  as  well  as  the  undergrad- 
uates of  Shaw  University,  who  have  gone  out  into  life,  are 
meeting  with  a  good  degree  of  success,  and,  as  a  rule,  are 
men  and  women  of  influence,  respected  by  the  best  people  of 
both  races.  Weare  seriously  hampered  by  lack  of  means,  and 
at  times  it  has  seemed  almost  impossible  to  proceed.  There 
has  been  much  complaint,  both  from  students  and  parents, 
on  account  of  a  lack  of  heat  in  the  dormitories  during  the 
winter  months.  Everything  has  been  done  that  could  be 
under  the  circumstances,  but  it  is  necessary  that  there  should 
be  a  central  steam  heating  plant,  so  that  all  of  the  buildings 
can  be  made  comfortable  during  the  inclement  season.  This 
is  especially  important,  not  only  on  the  score  of  health  and 
comfort,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  other  compet- 
ing institutions  provided  with  all  modern  methods  of  heat- 
ing, ventilation  and  sanitation.  It  will  be  utterly  impossible 
for  Shaw  University  to  make  headway,  and  do  the  work  she 
should  do,  unless  friends  come  to  her  rescue  and  provide 
school-rooms,  well-lighted  and  heated,  with  apparatus,  maps 
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and  books  of  reference,  and  fit  up  all  the  dormitories  with 
modern  sanitary  and  heating  appliances,  both  on  the  score 
of  health  and  comfort.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  the  city 
limits,  and  there  is  a  city  ordinance  forbidding  the  existence 
of  the  various  cess-pools  that  are  obliged  to  be  maintained 
under  our  present  system  of  management.  I  earnestly  call 
your  attention  to  these  needs,  and  recommend  immediate 
action,  for  it  will  be  utterly  impossible  to  keep  up  the  present 
standard  of  Shaw  University,  and  make  progress,  in  view  of 
all  the  other  well-equipped  schools  of  other  denominations 
in  the  State,  without  providing  at  least  as  good  accommoda- 
tions as  can  be  found  elsewhere.  Students  are  already  talk- 
ing of  going  to  other  s  -hools  on  account  of  the  lack  of  com- 
fort and  conveniences  here  in  the  winter  months.  There  are 
in  other  schools  sons  and  daughters  of  Baptists  who  ought 
to  be  at  Shaw  University,  and  who  would  be  here  if  we  were 
doing  for  the  youth  of  our  denomination  what  is  being  done 
by  other  denominations.  The  Lord  has  blest  us  during  the 
year,  but  it  is  certain  we  cannot  hold  our  own  unless  friends 
in  the  North  come  to  our  rescue.  After  practicing  the  utmost 
economy  during  the  year,  and  closing  up  the  printing  depart- 
ment, and  taking  steps  to  close  up  the  drug  store,  we  have 
been  enabled,  as  the  financial  exhibit  will  show,  to  keep 
within  our  expenses  and  come  out  a  little  ahead,  but  this  has 
been  done  only  by  curtailing  and  limiting  the  usefulness  of 
the  institution.
